__.| resenting the Kuights.of Labor, met

It was agreed that the farmers should 
appoint a Legislative Committee of 
two to act in conjanhction with the 
Legislative Committee of the Knights 
at Washington to secure legislation in 
accordance with the views of both 
bodies.

Gathering Statistics Regarding the 
Public Schools: 

The following letter was received at 
this office this morning with a request 
that it be published: ! * 

DepartTMent oF THE INTERIOR, 
Census OFrFice, 
Wasunaton, D. C., Dec. 1, 1889. 

Eprror Gazette: This office de- 

sires to secure the best results possible 
the schools of the country 
with a few salient inquiries. 

James H. Blodgett, A. M., of Rock- 
ford, Ill, a gentleman of long experi- 
ence in educational work and in public 
affairs, has been a nted a special 
agent for the collection of statistics of 
education for the United States. 

Public schools are so related to sys- 
tems of public record that their statis- 
tics are obtainable through established 
=gpem. Ne 

ncorpora private sc s have a 
place in public records. a 


Parochial schools generally render 
stated reports to some controlling body. 

Unincorporated private schools form 
a considerable element of usefulness 
hitherto unmeasured. It is desirable 
to gather reports of the number of 
teachers and pupils in such schools, 
without troubling them for the finan- 
cial statements that schools supported 
by public funds owe to the tax-payers. 

The enumerators of population will 
report each person who has attended 
school within the Veiir, and whether at 
a public or at a private school; and, 
for all persons ten years of age and 
over, those who can read and write. 
This will be more than has been done 
heretotore. Other educational statis- 
tics must be reached by different meth- 
ods, in which every one interested 
may render some aid. 

Any lists of private schools, no mat- 
ter how brief, or names of single 
schools, no matter how humble, open 
in any part of the present school year, 
with the address of the principal 
teacher of each, will be of assistance to 
this office.

Why Samuel Jennings Left a Part of His 
Bedy in Carlisle Bay. 
* ‘This accounstof hows man felt and acted } 
when tn a shark’s jaws is told in the Boston | 
Commercial Bulletin: Samuel Jennings was 
a native of Cape Vod When he was nine- 
teen years of he was im on 
board the British fmgate Milford in Carlisle 
Bay, and was so badly used that he was | 
ever on the iookout for a chance to desert. 
Flogging, starving and sewmi-starvation 
were the usuai treatment received by the 
foremast men. His description of what 
he endured was a repetition of the scenes 
sketched “by Dr. Smoliett in *“Roderick Kan- 
dom.”’ Sickness received n@ sympathy i 
even from the sirgeons. It seemed the | 
settied policy of ber captain that when men | 
were sick, the‘sobner they were consigned | 
to the deep the better for the service. Jen- | 
nings, in a letter, says in substance: | 
“On the 26th day of March lI madeup my | 
mind to desert, regardiess of consequences. 
The frgate was at anchor in Barbadoes, | 
had seutries forward and aft, and an armed 7 
guard-boat which was rowed around her | 
during the night. At one o'clock in the 
morning, when the guard-boat was ahead, 
ia my shirt and truusers 1 slipped outof a 
porton the gun deck, and swam seaward | 
before the wind untu | was beyond the cir- 
cuitof the guard-boat, and then made for 
the shore and began to feel that I was safe. 
In swimming along the shore I fell in with 
one of Captain Gillam’s buoys, which 
marked the ship channel, where J] rested | 
about ten minutes. 
| “A brigantine velonging to Boston, Mass., 
was at anchor in the vicinity, and when I 
left the buoy I swam for her, but 1 had not 
made much progress before a sbark seized 
me by the left band and dragged me under 
water. I had left my knife on board and 
was entirely defenseless. | kicked him, but 
he would notiet go. | then set my mght | 


foot against bis mouth, determined to haul | 
my hand away or haul it off, and then he 
opened his mouth and seized part of my foot. | 
and held both hand and foot firmly in his 
jaws. idid not leave off striving to clear 
mysef. I punched him with my righthand, | 
out to littie purpose. and had almost given 
up in despair, for all this time I was under | 
water and nearly drowned, when he let go 
and i rose to the surface bieeding, more 
dead than alive. 

“The shark had left me, and after clear- . 
ing my throat of water! shouted for help. 
A boat was sent from a ship near by and I 
was taken on board, and from her was 
tracsferredto the hated Milford.

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A NAVAJO TRADITION. 


How Animal Life Secured Release from 
Imprisonment in a Cavern. 


The Navajo Indians, of Arizona, Says. 


Dagmar Mariager in the Overland Month! y, 
have a tradition to the effect that, while 
the earth was voung and destitute of an)- 
mal life, the Great Spirit created twelve 
people—six men and six women—together 
with many species of ammals, and confined 
them in a cavern of the San Francisco 


_mountain, where they lived as a great, 


happy family for mahy years. But, in 
course of time, a restlessness possessed 
the prisoners; though they had known 
nothing of freedom, ali felt the oppression 
of their narrow limits, and vaguely yearned 
for a greater fulfillment of the dream, or 
reality, of living. But what could they do! 
All speculated on the situation to m0 par- 
pose. Daily they jostled each other, little 
and big, clumsy and nimble, bipeds and 


quadrupeds, feathered and furred, winged | 


and wingless, timid aud bold. Every suc- 


| cessive period of time was but a repetition 


of the past.

This difficulty was soon overcome by send- 
ing a bat,a wolf and asquirrel after the 
needed element, fire. Going to the hole in 
mountain the wolf tied some pitchy 
splinters to his tail, then turned and held it 
over the little volcano until it began to 
gemoke and ignite. The batthen fanned it 
into flames with its wings, and the squirrel 
carried it away tothe Navajoes. The peo- 
ple were delighted at getting the one miss- 
ing essential toa happy life in the open 
world; and when, long after, a time came 
when the world’s plenty had pampered 
their wills and fostered their greed and 
selfishness to the point of preying upon 
their fellow creatures for food, they still 
had the honor tO vow never to eat wolf or 
squirrel flesh Neither would they move 
camp without a live coal among their poses- 
sions. And even to-day the’ Nayajo’s grat- 
itude to the trio is observed as the, promise 
made to the fire-getters of the tradivion. 
Between the Navajoes and different ani- 
mals there sprang up adispute over the 
Great Spirit's intended use for nizht and 
day. All agreed that one should be spent 
in sleep and one*in action, but which should 
serve the one and which the other! It was 
settled at last. Those that wished to roam 
at night should do so and sleep by day, and 
vice versa. The heroic badger was among 
those who chose the mysteries of the dark- 
ness or the intermediate dawn and dusk, for 
thought and action, and the bright and 
sunny hours as fit to be slept away in his 
cool underground nest. As the sun sank in 
the west upon their business meeting, the 
owl, bat, moth and many other animals scat- 
tered out into the valley borders on their 
foraging exploits, while many kinds of birds 
flew to roost in the trees. Other animals 
lay down to sleepin sheltered parts of the 
forest, and the Navajoes spread their water- 
proof blankets, the trophies of the women’s 
industry, and enjoyed their couches under 
the starry sky in peaceful dreams.
